WAR FUNDS FBOVIDED FOIL 



Indlcatlona Are That Capital Inatead of 
Itabor Will Tbli Time Be Called

Washington, May 10. — When the 
finance committee adjourned considera- 
tion of the war revenue bill had been 
almost entirely completed, although 
there wore some pusiUng problems still 
unsolved, one of which was the manner 
of dealing with proprietary medicinal 
articles. There will j)robabIy b» » Uni- 
form tax on all of them. 

The committee has decided to place 
a license upon banks at the rate of |ino 
a year, and upon brokers at the rate 
of i'tiK but lias not yet determined 
whether the professions shall be 
licensed or not. 

On life insurance companies the rate 
has been increased fivefold, being made 
10 cents on every ?10'', ;,:.d it is esti- 
mated that this Increase will add about 
$1,000,000 In revenue. 

The provision for an inheritance tax 
and for a tax on bills of lading were 
both adopted, as were the provisions 
for taxing all dealings in kitures. In- 
cluding bucket shop operations. 

The bill as it wll be reported will 
contain a provision requiring that a 
memorandum be made of all deals of 
this character, however small, and that 
a 2-eent stamp ba plSMd OpOB tMt 
memorandum.

HEN RY T.STAN TON. 

ft 

A Short Sketch of the Life of Kentucky's Fa- 
mous Poet, Soldier and Former Ed- 
itor of This Papers 



MAjor Henry T. Stanton, poet, aoldier and editor, brief mention of whose death 
at Frankfort was made yesterday, died at hi? homo in that city at 1 1 o'clock Sunday 
In the sixty-fourtb year Of his age. Major Stanton had been in declining health for 
three years from Brigbt's disease, the immediate cause of bis rather andden death 
being paralyaia of the beiH. His hut seriona illneea has lasted only about ten days, 
and, while bis family bad been summoned, the end was not deemo<1 noar. During 
a short sleep after a restless night his breathing suddenly became labored and be 
passed quickly an<l peacefully away. 

Tbe funeral oocnrr^ from the Asoenaion Epiaeopal Oburcb of Frankfort at 11 
o'clock tbia morning. Ibe services were conducted by the Rev. H. H. Sneed, ot 
Georgetown, assisted hy Mr, Frank Gilmore, of Crescent Hill, interment in the local 
cemetery. Tbe active pall-bearera were selected from the younger friends of the 
family, while some of tbe older distinguiabed LonlsTllle and Frankfort frieada of the 
deceased were aeleeted as honorary pall>bearen. 



Major .Stanton was a mau of world- 
wide reputation. His deeds of valor dur- 
ing the civil war are recorded on the 
pages of history. His poems are to be 
found in every civilized land. His most 
famous productions are "Moneyless 
Man," "Type and Fame," "Fallen," 
"Jacob Brown," "Self-Sacrifice," "Draw- 
ing in Fine," "Out of tbe Old Year Into 
the New" and "Heart Lemons." 

Major Stanton was horn at Alexandria, 
Va., June 30, 1834. lie was a son of the 
Hon. RIcbard H. Stanton, the famous 
barrister and law writer of this city. 
Few men in this coontry have achieved 
more deserved distinction as a lawyer 
than did the elder Stanton. It seemed 
but natural that tbe younger should fol- 
low in tbe footsteps of bis sire and be- 
come versed In tbe pages of Blackstone. 

Major Stanton's mother was a Miss A. 
Throop, daiijihter of the Rev. I'. Throop, 
a Methodist minister of much renown. 
When young Henry became oldenoogh 
he was sent to the ptiblic schools and 
later to Maysville Seminary. He was a 
precooioua child and learned with re- 
markaltle rapidity. 

Later he was sent to Lagrange College, 
and n))on finishing the course there went 
to Shelby College. He remained here 
for several years, when he secured a 
cadetship at West Point and later he was 
given a position in tbe Treasury Depart- 
ment of the iTnlted States. He was Inti- 
mate with the lion. James P. Guthrie, 
who was at that time Secretary of the 
Treasury, and it was through him that 
the youii}; man was given the position. 

Ho proved to be a valuable man and 
was later promoted to a position in the 
Census Bureau Dei)artn)ent. 

When Franklin Pierce was elected 
President of the United States lie was 
given a position in the Pension Otiice, 
which position he held for several admin- 
istrations. Finally he returned to Mays- 
ville to accept tbe editorship of tbe Mays- 
ville Express. In 1855 be began the 
study of law and in the following; year 
was admitted to the bar. He gave up 
his newspaper work entirely and devoted 
hiiu'^eli cxrlu-'ivi'ly to the practice of law. 
He was associated with bis father until 
1800, when be moved to Memphis, Tenn., 
continuing the practice of law. At the 
breaking out of the w.ir he resolved to 
tight with his section and raised a com- 
pany of men. He joined General John 
S. Williams at Prestonburg and served on 
hia staflf until l^H. He later became an 



Adjutant Cieueral and eui)se(|Uently 
served in this position under (ieneials 
John 0. Breckinridge and John U. Mor- 
gan. 

His military eareer was one continual 
rou°nd of triumphs. He was so brave 
that be became reckless. In tbe thickest 

of battle lie was often known to fiu to the 
front and lead his men in the charge on 
the enemy. He was in over fifty engage* 
ments during the war and also com- 
mander of a battery at Fayette Court 
house. It was here tbat be showed to 
the best advantage his great valor. Once 
all of his men were slain and be alone 
left at a gun. He never wavered but 
kept loading and firing on tbe enemy 
until reinforcements arrived. 

For his jjallantry he was promoted to 
the rank of Major and was serving under 
Uen. Johnson when tbe latter surren- 
dered at Greensboro, N. C. 

At the close of the war he again as- 
sumed tbe practice of law, but gave it up 
asain to become the editor of the Mays- 
ville Bi'LLKTiN. He 8ubse(i uently became 
Deputy Insurance Oommissioner of Ken- 
tucky and later was on the editorial staff 
of the Yoeman. 

Besides being an editor of pronounced 
ability, Major Stanton has found time to 
contribute to nearly all tbe periodicals 
printed in this oountry. His productions 
have always been eagerly sought after 
and much prised when secured. Tbe last 
few years of bis life he devoted to writing 
poetry. 

In politics be was a staunch Democrat. 

He was strong; in his convictions and al- 
ways took an active part in politics. He 
was for uiaiiy years a communicant of 
the Episcopal Church and wasa constant 
attendant at the services. 

He was married in lS')i> to Miss Mar- 
tha K. Lindsey. She was a daughter of 
Alexander Ldndsey, of Moutgumery 
County. 

Tbe death of Major Stanton will be a 
great shock to his large circle of friends, 

which extends from tbe great lakes to 
the Uulf of Mexice and from the Atlantic 
to tbe Pacific He bad a great nack for 
making friends, and when once on his 
Hat you were tliere to stay. He bad a 
kind word lot all and his simple style 
won him admirers liy the score. He was 
a dilligent student and studied not in 
vain, for his tfreat culture was proof of 
what be retained. In Maysville be bad 
a wide acquaintance, and when bis death 
was learned it was generally regreted.

Bartiey, of tbe Fifth ward, peacefully 
breathed her last Monday evening at 
6:25. Mrs. Bartley has been a sufferer 
for more than five years and at last suc- 
cumbed to tbat deadly disease, consump- 
tion. 

Mr«. Bartley has been a faithful mem- 
ber ot tbe Episcopal Oburob for twenty 

years and was the loving mother of five 
children, three oi which live to mourn 
her loss. 

Deceased was fifty-six years of age, and 
was born in Ohio, but the family later 
moved to Central Kentucky, from which 
point they moved to Mayaville. 

The funeral services will be conducted 
by l\ev. D. 1). Chapin from ihe family 
residence on Walnut street to-morrow 
afternoon at 2 o'clock. Burial at Mays* 
ville Cemetery.
